To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gent lemon, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Longdendale  during  1967. 

j 

The  population  of  Longdendale  v/as  estimated  to  he  9>600  in  the  middle 
of  1967.  During  the  year  105  deaths  were  recorded  and  163  live  births. 

Of  the  deaths  55  were  males  and  50  were  females.  In  the  male  deaths  26  ( 47>j) 
were  under  the  age  of  65  years  compared  with  15  ( 30/J)  female  deaths  under  the 
ago  of  65  years.  The  bulk  of  t-  one  untimely  deaths  were  due  to  Heart  Dipeano, 
Strokes  and  Cancer. 

The  overall  crude  death'  rate  .was  only  10.9  per  thou  surd  living  but  the 
Aroc.  Comparability  factor  given  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  ^jurpose  of 
adjusting  cur  crude  death  rate  so  that  it  c  n  be  fairly  compared  with  the 
national  average,  was  1.47*  Applying'  this  factor  gives  us  an  adjusted 
death  rate  of  16  per  thousand,  an  exceptionally  high  figure.  The  national 
death  rate  for  the  same  year  was  only  11.2  per  thousand .  In  a  small  population 
deaths  con  fluctuate  from  year  to  year  though  not  an  a  rule  so  as  to  produce 
00  big  a  variation  in  our  death  rate.  I  very  strongly  sue poet  that  the  Area 
Comparability  Factor  In  the  figure  at  fault  and  that  It  in  much  too  high.  In 
i960  when  those  aged  65  and  over  eomprlnod  10 ,(J,j  of  our  populuti on,  tho  Area 
Comparability  factor  way  only  I.29.  Since  that  tirno  J  have  reason  to  believe 
that  tin.'  proportion  of  older  people  huti  Increased  m lightly  no  that  the  Area 
Comparability  factor  should  have  boon  loss  in  1967  and  not  greater.  Without 
conducting  a  now  census  this  cannot  bo  provod  but  I  do  think  that  the* 
situation  is  not  30  gloomy  as  the  official  figures  might  suggest. 

Recently  it  has  boon  pointed  out  that  Long! -end ale  is  one  of  those 
authorities  in  the  forth  Test  where  no  action  has  been  taken  to  provide  clean 
air.  The  degree  of  pollution  recorded  in  tho  district  is  not  insignificant 
and  will  soon  be  v/cll  above  the  figures  recorded  in  much  more  heavily 
populated  areas  y/horo  radical  fiction  has  boon  taken.  What  goes  up  comes 
down  sooner  or  later,  and  in  tho  case  of  smoko  from  the  domestic  chimney, 
tho  smoke  comes  down  a  great  deal  sooner  than  most  people  realise.  The  air 
of  the  older  portion  of  Longdendalo  i3  not  clean  and  I  recommend  to  the  Council 
that  it  gives  serious  consideration  of  the  need  to  put  into  practice  tho  powers 
available  to  them  through  the  clean  air  acts. 

I  need  hardly  remind  the  Council  that  legislation  controlling  the 
environment  is  always  on  the  increase.  Improvements  to-  houses,  inspection 
of  offices  and  shops  rend  the  clearing  away  of  old  c-.  rs  and  other  unsightly 
rubbish  sore  all  the  subjects  of  recent  legislation.  Whilst  this  legislation 
has  increased,  with  its  accompanying  demand  on  the  time  of  your  one  Public 
Health  Inspector,  your  population  has  now  more  than  doubled.  It  is  probable 
that  today  the  population  of  Longdendalo  ami  Tiutv/istl©  combined  is  nearer 
12,000  than  11,000. 


The  duties  that  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  in  these 
two  areas  arc  now  far  beyond  the  capacity  of  one  roan,  no  mat war  how  willing  a 
horse  he  may  bo.  There  is  today  enough  work  in  these  districts  for  two  full 
time  inspectors.  If  additional  help  is  not  given  then  essential  work  mist  be 
left  cud. one.  This  need  is  urgent  and  I  hope  that  lie.  Skirrow  will  get  the 
help  he  needs  as  quickly  as  possible. 


I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work  of  Hr.  Skirrow ,  and  to  Hr.  Sargent 
and  Mr.  Sidcbottom  for  their  willing  help  and  guidance  given  freely  at  all  ti.es 

May  t  also  thunk  members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  in  Jublrc 
Health  mat  tors.

over  mo.ro  complex  presentation,  makes  day  to  day  work  more  demanding  ard 
consequently  routine  work  and  attention  to  maj or  scheme  suffer.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  not  been  a  groat  rise 
in  the  number  of  dwellings  in  the  district  as  compared  with  previous  years.  The 
number  of  new  houses  built  privately  was  23,  those  all  being  in  Mottrem  (on  the 
Hall  Drive  and  Roe  Cross  Estates,  chiefly),  while  the  number  of  dwellings  on  the 
Manchester  Corporation  Ilattorsley  Estate  increased  by  only  14,  to  a  total  figure 
of  1402,  and  22  properties  were  demolished.  There  were  no  dwellings  completed 
by  the  Council,  though  negotiations  progressed  in  respect  of  further  development 
nt  Woodlands  Close,  I/iottrom,

The  number  of  houses  improved  by  Standard  Grant  procedure  was  17,  with  two 
additional  Discretionary  Grant  improvements,  while  6  houses  were  brought  up  to  a. 
similar  standard  but  without  taking  advantage  of  grant  facilities.  This  number  is 
disappointing,  having  regard  to  the  number  of  properties  still  remaining  without 
bathrooms  and  interna.1  water-closets  .amenities,  and  especially  disappointing  was  the 
lack  of  response  to  circular  letters  sent  to  the  owners  of  some  70  selected 
properties  regarded  as  suitable  for  improvement.  It  cm  only  be  hoped  that, 
with  amending  legislation  forecast  in  the  Rh.it e  Paper,  a  new  impetus  can  be  given 
to  the  irrprovum.  nt  of  existing  properties.

Slight  progress  was  made  in  the  consideration  of  the  properties  96/ 106 
Market  Street,  and  2,  4,  6  Moorfield  Terrace,  Hollingwortli,  which  are  listed  for 
demolition  action,  but  as  previously  refereed  to,  presented  difficulties  in  the 
matt:r  of  providing  alternative  accommodation  for  three  shops  in  the  block.  After 
lengthy  negotiations,  Outline  planning  approval  was  given  for  now  shop  building 
at  the  rear  of  the  existing-  promises  and  a. meeting’  was  held  with  the  occupiers 
of  the  shops  in  November,  1967  to  discuss  the  situation.

The  subject  of  condensation  in  those  properties  was  dealt  with  at  lengtn  in  lu.st 
year’s  report,  and  though  deliberations  continued  and  palliatives  were  tried  in 
some  dwellings,  it  could  not  bo  said  that  the  position  had  greatly  improved ; 
tho  continued  absence  of  a  tenancy  and  complaints  office  on  the  estate  give  tho 
acimu  difficult! os  n»  duecribod  in  last  year’s  report ,  vith  ft -r  too  many  terrntij 
turning  tov/ardo  thin  author! ti ty  Cor  the  h; .ndling  of  complaints,  insvj'd  of 
dealing  directly  and  oa.tlstYxrarily  with  I/ianohetiter  Corporation,  their  1  nd  lords. 

Court  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  oi  outstanding  •  Section  93  > 
Public  Health  Act  1936  notices  on  four  separate  properties.  Three  of  the 
properties  wore  covered  by  one  ov.nership,  and  this  case  was  adjourned  for  direct 
negotiations  vith  the  owner's  solicitor,  which  resulted  in  the  necessary  vork 
being  put  in  hand,  while  in  tho  other  case  an  abatement  order  was  ma/le. 

CLEAN  AIH  ACT 

Tho  district  is  not  design,  .tod  at  a  "black  area"  though  rardingn  on  tho 
folumotrio  Ana Lnunon t  sited  at  tho  Council  (U  i  icon,  lloll  Ingvorib,  show  that, 
ospeciully  in  respect  of  smoko  nounuroniont ,  tho  district  cannot  la)  pa. id  to  h.  vo 
reed ingo  consistently  better  than  some  areas  designated  as  "black  areas 
especially  where  ...ction  has  been  taken  in  the  establishing  of  Smoke  Control  Areas. 
Figures  of  the  results  from  some  36  sites  are  made  a.vailable  from  tho  oouth-i^st 
Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of 
Atmospheric  Pollution,  of  which  this  authority  is  a  member,  end  arising  from  the 
conside  ration  of  these  submissions,  tho  Council  agreed  to  consider  a  report  on 
possible  smoko  control  action.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  mains  water  within  tho  district  is  by 
Manchester  Corporation  V/atorwoi’lcs,  and  it  has  been  fully  described  in  previous 
years'  reports.  Tho  raw  supply  is  treated  in  tho  most  up-to-date  of 
filtration  and  chlorination  plants  end  tho  supply  is  distributed  to  consumers 
in  tho  past  consistently  described  by  the  Chief  Chemist  to  the  undertakers  as  of 
very  satisfactory  quality,  chemically  and  bactoriologically. 

Large  number  of  samples  are  taken  at  short  intervals  by  the  Manchester 
Waterworks  staff,  and  additionally  eleven  samples  were  submitted  by  this 
authority  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  cxrjnination.  In 
not  one  of  these  eleven  samples  were  there  a  coli  count. 

Early  in  the  year  a  joint  letter  of  complaint  was  received  as  to 
discolouration  of  water  from  tho  mains  supply  to  proportion  in  Edge  Lane, 

Mot tram.  As  reported  in  last  year's  report,  thin  had  previously  been  referred 
to  tho  Manchester  Waterworks  Department  j  re-lining  of  the  main  during  tho 
year  by  specialist  contractors  remedied  this  trouble.  It  should  bo  pointed 
out  that  bacteriological  samples  of  tho  discoloured  water  before  the  ro- lining 
were  completely  satisfactory  bacteriologies -lly.

The  first  sample  was  taken  immediately  after  tho  carrying  out  of 
protective  work  on  the  supply  tank,  end  tho  high  count  probably  arose  from 
disturbance  during  this  work  -  samples  2  and  3  showed  tho  benefit  from  the 
measure  taken. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AiO  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  A  weekly 
collection  service  is  given  to  all  except  tho  very  isolated  carts  of  the 
district,  where  collections  are  made  fortnightly.  Tipping  continued  at  Hyde 
Corporation  tip  at  Dunkirk  Farm,  Hyde. 

One  interesting  development  during  the  year  was  the  consideration  of  tho 
provision  of  a  joint  pulverisation  plant  for  refuse  disposal  to  serve  Glossop 
15. B.  end  possibly  Tintwistle  R.D.C.,  and  a  joint  visit  to  an  existing  plant  was 
made  to  assess  tho  feasibility. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Free  treatment  continued  to  be  given  against  rodent  infestation, 
this  work,  as  from  1st  April  1967,  being  carried  out  bo  a  specialist  firm 
under  contract  to  the  Council.

A  change  in  the  sampling  policy  was  notified  at  the  beginning. of  the 
yoar  which  involved  group  or  individual  cow  sampling  of  herds  whore  a.  positive 
ring  test  hod  be  n  reported  on  retail  sampling  from  that  supply,  and  routine 
similar  sampling  of  nil  heals  from  which  raw  milk  In  retailed  at  four-monthly 
intervals.  This  superseded  the  former  bulk  sampling  carried  out  t  Inma 
anl  aimed  at  making  more  specific  i identification  of  suspected  animals  in 
raw  ©ilk  herds. 

Sampling  virtually  ceased  by  the  end  of  October,  due  to  the  severe 
outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease. 

Of  the  positive'  culture  samples  shown  above,  the  one  from  retail  samples 
involved  a  herd  In  on  adjoining  district,  and  a  pasteurisation  order  wan  placed 
on  the  farm  until  the  animals  were  identified  by  the  Authority  involved.

accredited  herds  by  voluntary  co-oporation  in  tests  over  a  period,  tno  last  o 
"''which  involved  blood  testing  every  animal  in  the  herd.  If,  subject  to 
satisfactory  tests,  a  herd  is  then  placed  on  the  register,  compensation  is 
payable  in  respect  of  any  brucella  positive  animals  subsequently  found.
